struction with federal funds entirely 
The bill carries $120,000,000 to match 
available regular federal aid alloca- 
tions, the new funds to be repaid by 
the states gradually out of future fed- 
eral air money. Some 
republicans 


have predicted its veto, if passed. 


Sponsors of the bill were confidcni 


they could place the blil on the cal- 
endar despite the refusal of the repub 
lican steering committee to give i 
preferred place. The entire democrat. 
ic side, plus many western independ- 
ent republicans, are counted for con- 
sidering the bill. 


When it comes up Senator Wagner, 


democrat, N. Y., intends to try amend- 
ing it to add his $375,000,000 direct 
relief bill. This, similar to the La- 
Follette-Costigan measure, which the 
senate defeated, differs in that it pro- 
vides for reimbursement to the feder- 
al government. The money would be 
used by the states in caring for the 
unemployed.

Twice as many 
pcoplu subscribe to The Hope Star in 
the trade territory as do in Hope.

The 
list covers a'wide range of JEarm In- 
formation,, crop, information, and gen- 
eral Information prepared for the ben- 
efit of the farmers. Four-fifths -of 
these • bulletins are allotted to the 
members of Congress and U. S. Sena- 
tors, Who can'mall them out without 
postage* I would like for the farm- 
ers of Arkansas to obtain their full 
share of benefits from these bulletins, 
and the best .Way for them to obtain it 
is to make their own* selections and 
obtain the bulletins that will serve 
them best. This is better than1 an in- 
discriminate distribution by the Con- 
gressman and Senators. Accordingly, 
I suggest to all farmers that they write 
to their Congressman or U. S. Senator 
for a list of Farmers' Bulletins,' and 
when it is received make a selection 
of all that may be useful or of interest, 
check the numbers, and write again, 
giving the numbers or enclosing the 
lis tas checked and ask to have the 
bulletins sent.
